To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Durham,  in  the  County 
of  Strafford,  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  hi  Town 
affairs  : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  Durham,  on  Tuesday  the  tenth  day  of  March  next, 
1908,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the 
following  subjects,  viz  : 

1.  To  choose  a  Town  Clerk,  three  Selectmen,  Town 
Treasurer,  Collector  of  Taxes,  two  Auditors,  and  all 
other  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

2.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  to  pay  necessary  town  charges. 

3.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  the  repair  of  highways  and  bridges. 

4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Se- 
lectmen to  contract  with  the  Receiver  of  the  Newmarket 
Electric  Light,  Power  and  Heat  Co.,  to  light  the  streets 
of  Durham  for  one  year  or  more  and  appropriate  a  sum 
of  money  therefor. 

5.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  improvement  of  highways 
in  accordance  with  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  1905 
entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  state  aid  and  for  the  ex- 
penditure of  other  public  moneys  in  the  improvement  of 
the  main  highways  throughout  the  state"  and  to  pass 
any  other  vote  in  reference  thereto. 

6.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  the  suppression  of  the  gypsy  and  brown-tail 
moths. 


7-  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  dollars  to  defray  expenses  connected  with 
the  celebration  of  Memorial  Day. 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Se- 
lectmen to  contract  with  the  Receiver  of  the  Newmarket 
Electric  Light,  Power  and  Heat  Co.,  for  one  street  light 
of  twenty  five  (25)  C.  P.  to  be  erected  on  the  Landing 
Road  near  the  house  of  Aimer  S.  Davis,  and  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  therefor,  agreeable  to  a 
petition  signed  by  Joseph  E.  York  and  other  legal 
voters. 

9.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  the  meeting.

SIXTEENTH  Ai\NXJAL  REPORT 

OF    THE 

DURHAM  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 


The  trustees  of  the  Diirham  Public  Library  submit 
the  following  report  for  the  year  ending  February  15, 
igo8. 

At  the  stated  meeting  in  March,  Winthrop  S-  Meserve 
was  elected  president  and  Lucien  Thompson  as  secre- 
tary. Subsequerlly  Gorhani  H.  Sawyer  was  elected  as 
treasurer. 

The  New  Hampshire  College  continued  the  library 
in  the  building  of  the  Durham  Library  Association  un- 
til Christmas  vacation,  when  the  books  belonging  to 
the  Durham  Library  Association  and  to  the  Durham 
Public  Library  were  removed  to  the  new  library  build- 
ing, and  united  with  those  of  the  New  Hampshire  Col- 
lege. 

The  consolidated  Library  was  opened  to  the  citizens 
of  Durham  and  the  faculty  and  students  of  the  New 
Hampshire  College  on  January  8,  1908,  with  Miss  Ger- 
trude Whittemore,  Ph.  B.,  as  Librarian,  and  Miss  Char- 
lotte A.  Thompson  as  Assistant  Librarian.  (See  ap- 
pendix for  LIBRARY  RULES  AND  REGULA- 
TIONS). 

A  year  ago,  the  treasurer  of  the  Durham  Public  Li- 
brary had  an  unexpended  balance  on  hand  of  $12.99. 
this  has  been  turned  over  to  the  Durham  Library  Asso- 
ciation as  per  contract. 

It  was  thought  best  not  to  draw  the  $25.00  town  ap- 
propriation until  after  the  books  now  on  hand  had  been 
taken  to  the  new  library  building,  and  therefore  this 
appropriation  was  not  paid    over    to    the    College    until 
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within  a  few  weeks.  It  will  be  expended  by  the  Col- 
lege as  per  section  3  of  the  contract  and  report  as  to  its 
expenditure  made  to  the  town  clerk  ot  Durham  annu- 
ally as  per  section  7  of  the  contract. 

The  citizens  of  Durham  should  read  and  appreciate 
the  books,  magazines  and  papers  which  are  accessible 
to  all. 

The  citizens  of  no  other  town  in  our  State  have  so 
good  library  advantages,  at  so  small  a  cost  to  the  tax- 
payers, as  has   Durham. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  trustees  of  the  Durham 
Public  Library,  "On  motion  of  Mr.  Griffiths,  voted  to 
recommend  to  the  town,  that  in  the  future  no  public  li- 
brary trustees  be  elected,  and  to  recommend  that  in  the 
future  the  selectmen  and  treasurer  of  the  town  of  Dur- 
ham annually  pay  over  to  the  New  Hampshire  College 
the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  as  provided  in  section  3 
of  the  contract  between  the  New  Hampshire  College 
and  the  town  of  Durham.

The  committee  of  the  faculty,  appointed  to  consider 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  library,  approve  the  fol- 
lowing : 

LIBRARY  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

ARTICLE    I. 

General  Rules. 

Section  i.  The  library  will  be  open  during  term 
time  daily,  except  Sundays  and  legal  holidays,  from  8 
to  12  A.  M.  and  I  10  5  p.  M.  and  on  Wednesday  and 
Saturday  evenings  from  5  to  9.     During  vacation  it  will 


28 

be  open  on  Wednesdays  and  Saturdays  only,  Irom    2    to 
9  p.  M.,  legal  holidays  excepted. 

Section  2.      Books  may  be  taken  from  the  library  by 
the  faculty  and  students  of  New  H*ampshire  college,  by 
citizens  of  Durham  and  by  non-resident  members  of  the 
.  Durham  Library  Association  not  in  arrears  for  dues. 

Section  3.  Any  individual  who  has  the  privileges 
of  the  library  may  be  allowed  to  take  any  reasonable 
number  of  books  from  the  library  at  one  time,  provided 
not  more  than  two  are  fiction  and  not  more  than  one  is  a 
"  one  week  "   book. 

Section  4.  Books  may  be  retained  from  the  library 
three  weeks  without  renewal  unless  it  is  otherwise  stated 
in  the  book.  No  "one  week"  book  may  be  renewed 
or  transferred.  Any  "three  week"  book  may  be  re- 
newed for  an  equal  period,  unless  it  is  in  demand.  A 
part  of  the  periodicals  will  be  allowed  to  circulate.  Of 
these  the  current  numbers  may  be  retained  three  days 
and  others  one  week. 

Section  5.  A  fine  of  two  cents  per  day  shall  be 
charged  for  each  book  or  periodical  retained  beyond  the 
period  allowed.  A  fine  covering  the  actual  loss  shall  be 
imposed  for  books  damaged  or  lost.  No  person  owing 
fines  to  the  library  shall  be  entitled  to  library  privileges 
until    such  fines  are  paid. 

Section  6.  A  "  students'  card  "  may  be  issued  10 
any  person  doing  special  research  or  class  work.  By 
this  a  person  may  be  allowed  to  borrow  any  reasonable 
number  of  technical  books.  These  are  subject  to  recall 
by  the  librarian  at  any  time  but  must  be  returned  to  the 
library  January  and  July  first. 

Section  7.  All  books  bought  with  college,  town,  or 
Library  Association  funds  shall  be  cataloged  and  acces- 
sioned at  the  Consolidated  Library. 
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ARTICL,E    II 

Rules  for  the  Reference  Library. 

Section   i.      All    books    shelved   in  the  reterence  and 
reading    room  may    be    used  for  reference  only  and  may 
not  be  withdrawn  from  the  library. 

Section  2.  The  decision  as  to  whether  books  shall 
belong  in  the  stack  room  or  reference  room  shall  be  left 
to  a  committee  for  the  present  consisting  of  the  presi- 
dent, dean  and  librarian. 

Section  3.  "  Reserved  books  "  temporarily  shelved 
in  the  reference  room  may  be  withdrawn  at  4  p.  m.,  and 
shall  be  considered  due  at  9  A.  M.,  the  following  day. 
For  any  such  books  not  then  returned  a  fine  of  two 
cents  per  hour  shall  be  charged  during  the  first  day  and 
of  five  cents  for  each  day  thereafter. 

article   III. 
College  Department   Libraries. 

Section  i.  There  may  be  established  such  depart- 
ment libraries  as  are  approved  by  the  president.  Each 
one  shall  be  a  reference  library  containing  only  tech- 
nical books  which  bear  strictly  upon  the  work  of  the 
department  concerned. 

Section  2.  Each  department  library  shall  be  in 
charge  of  the  head  of  the  department  concerned  and 
shall  be  kept  under  lock  and  key  when  not  in  use. 

Section  3.  When  not  needed  for  reference  pur- 
poses, books  may  be  temporarily  withdrawn  on  special 
permission  from  the  head  of  the  department  concerned 
by  any  person  engaged  in  research  work,  provided  a 
signed  receipt,  in  form  approved  by  the  librarian,  is 
left  with  the  head  of  the  department. 

Section  4.     In  establishing  a  department  library,  or 
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ill  enlarging  one  at  any  time,  a  head  of  a  department 
may  select  from  the  general  library  such  books,  owned 
by  the  college,  as  he  thinks  necessary  for  the  purpose. 
A  committee  of  three,  for  the  present  consisting  of  the 
president,  dean  and  librarian,  shall  then  examine  those 
selected,  and  withdraw  all  not  considered  as  coming 
under  section  one,  all  that  are  needed  in  the  general  li- 
brary and  all  that  are  needed  by  two  or  more  depart- 
ments. The  remainder  shall  be  approved  as  a  depart- 
ment library. 

Section  5.  All  books  bought  with  funds  limiting 
their  ownership  to  paiticular  depaitments  or  bought 
hereafter  with  money  taken  from  department  appropria- 
tions (not  meaning  thereby  money  granted  to  the  li- 
brary and  assigned  to  the  several  departments  for 
books)  shall  be  set  apart  for  the  use  of  the  department 
concerned.  In  all  other  respects,  however,  they  shall 
be  treated  as  other  college  books.  Under  this  head  du- 
plicates of  books  in  the  general  library  or  in  other  de- 
partment libraries  may  be  obtained. 

Section  6.  Books  in  department  libraries  shall  be 
kept  so  arranged  as  to  be  easily  examined  by  the  libra- 
rian who  shall,  as  often  as  deemed  necessary,  inventory 
such  books. 

ARTICLE    IV. 

Detached  Libraries. 

Section  i.  All  arrangements  concerning  detached 
libraries  shall  be  referred  to  the  committee  of  three  as 
provided  in  Article  III,  Section  4.

REPORT    OF    THE   BOARD   OF   EDUCATION. 


The  School  Board  sumbit  to  the  Durham  School  Dis- 
trict, the  following  report  of  results  and  recommenda- 
tions for  greater  efficiency. 

The  much-needed  improvement  in  the  lighting  of  the 
intermediate  room  in  the  Village  School,  has  been  se- 
cured by  the  insertion  of  an  additional  window  on  the 
northeast  side.  Sufficient  light  now  makes  a  marked 
change  in  the  appearance  of  the  room  and  no  complaints 
of  eye-strain  have  been  received. 

With  the  change  from  hot  air  to  steam  for  heating  the 
building,  the  sanitary  arrangements  in  the  basement  be- 
came mere  earth  closets,  and  a  menace  to  health.  New 
and  commodious  closets  have  been  built  above  ground 
where  sunlight  and  air  can  aid  in  keeping  the  sur- 
roundings healthful. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Village  Improvement  society, 
some  much-needed  grading  was  done  around  the  founda- 
tions of  the  building. 

While  the  outlying  sohoolhouses  are  in  good  repair, 
the  Village  schoolhouse  has  reached  a  point  where  sys- 
tematic work  must  be  done  each  year,  for  a  time,  in 
order  to  put  it  into  good  condition.  New  floors,  shingles 
and  paint  are  needed  as  soon  as  they  can  be  paid  for. 
New  floors  in  the  primary  room  and  vestibule,  and  re- 
pairs to  the  valleys  in  the  roof  are  most  urgent. 

While  there  is  ample  room  in  the  Durham  Point  and 
Packer's  F'alls  houses  for  the  pupils  in  attendance 
there,  the  Village  school  has  reached  the  capacity  of 
the  building.  Any  marked  increase  in  numbers  beyond 
the  present  attendance  will  require  more  room,  and  it 
would  be  well  if  steps  were  soon  taken  toward  plans  for 
remodeling  this  schoolhouse. 
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We  have  a  loyal  efficient  corps  of  teachers  through- 
out the  schools  and  each  is  accomplishing  all  that 
should  be  expected  of  her.  Our  grammar  school  has 
reached  a  size,  where  it  is  necessary  to  have  a  fourth 
teacher  with  a  rearrangement  of  grades,  in  order  proper- 
ly to  instruct  the  pupils. 

The  average  child  should  pass  from  grade  to  grade 
and  thence  into  the  high  school,  with  no  loss  of  time 
owing  to  failures.  To  do  this  with  our  present  number 
of  pupils  and  teachers,  will  require  the  personal  help  of 
parents,  in  supplying  the  individual  attention  and  ex- 
planation, for  which  the  teachers  can  find  no  time. 

No  progress  can  be  reported  in  the  matter  of  securing 
a  superintendent.  Members  of  the  Board  conferred 
with  the  Dover  School  committee,  in  June,  with  the 
view  of  securing  Superintemdent  Keyes  of  that  city. 
The  Dover  committee  framed  a  plan  for  such  super- 
vision and  it  was  approved  by  this  Board.  It  remained 
with  the  other  committee  for  action,  until  September, 
when  they  voted  that  it  was  inexpedient  to  allow  Doctor 
Keyes  to  take  up  additional   work. 

It  was  now  too  late  to  secure  a  superintendent  as  it 
was  found  that  all  the  towns  in  this  vicinity,  which  de- 
sired supervision,  had  formed  their  districts  for  the 
year. 

It  is  possible  that  other  towns  nearby,  may  vote  for 
supervision  this  spring,  as  there  are  several  that  have 
not  yet  done  so.
